LOREIGN COUNTRIES. 
Constantinople, Fib. 25 His Brit. Majesty has 
appoiared the merchant, Fr. Sommer, at Bucha- 
and Wallachia, an 
office which did not before exist, but which has 
been established after the example of Russia, 
Austria, and France, which latter bas also scot 
commercial Commissioners 1o Moldavia and Wal- 
lachia.—They write from Alexandria, in Egypt, of 
the date the rg9th of January, that the Eaglich 
were making preparations tO evacuate Egy t. ; 
Venice, Mar:h 18.—By an cdict of his Imperial 
Majesty, published here the day before yestciday, 
the Austro-Venetian country is to be divided inip 
sevem provinces, viz. Venice and Pogado, the 
Friule, Treviso, Padua, Vicenza, Verona and Bel- 
luno: they will sll retain theic present limits: each 
will be governacd by a proviacial Capiain, who 15 
to execute the orders of the Gov. Gen. of Venice. 
Milan, March 20.—-The Minister of religion has 
written a circular letter to the Archbishops and 
Bishops of the Republic, to explain to them the 
necessity of the military conscription, and to in- 
duce them touse their influence in the execution of 
this measure. : 
Berlin, March.14.—A certain degree of coolness 
is still remarked betweeu our Codrt and that of 
Vienna. The successor of the Count de Stadion 
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js not yet arrived inthis crty, mor is there any 
Prussian Envoy at Vienna. Austria sees, with 
some jealousy, the preponderating influence which 
Prussia has ‘acquired, in the German kLmpue, in 
consequence of the late changes. 

Vienna, March 25.—The marriage of the Arch- 
duke Palatine with the Princess ot Baden, who is 
now at Petersburgh, will be celebrated at Cracow, 
where the Emperors of Germany and Russia will 
meet upon the occasion.—A deticit to the amount 
of two millions, has been discovered in the lmpe- 
rial treasury. Some persons, who are strongly sus- 
pected, have been arrested —The Emperor has 
published a proclamation at Venice, ordering that 
the Austro-Venetian territories shal! be divided 
inro seven provinces, viz. Venice and its territory, 
the Frioul, Treviso, Padua, Vicenza, Verona and 
Belluno, each of which is to be governed by an of- 
ficer, entitled a Provincial Captain Royal, who 1s 
to be subordinate to the government at Venice. 

Berlin, Marck 26.—A report has been circulated, 
that our Court has entered into a defensive treaty 
with Frauce, according to which the party auack- 
ed, 16 to be assisted by the other with 20,000 men. 
Rut there is no solid foundation for this report. In 
the imean time, however, the fate of Hanover con- 
tinues in dispute between Prussia, Russia, and 
France. Colonial products have tisen since news 
was received of the hostile attitude of England 
and France. —His Majesty received General Duroc 
with particular marks of distinction; and has in- 
vited him several times to dinner. After he had 
an audience of his Majesty, and a conversation 
with the Minister of State, Count Von Haugwitz,

for Petersburgh. 

Brussels, ipril2—According to the new orders 
which have arrived from Paris, the march of 
troops to the frontiers of Helland 1s now in full 
activity. Several corps of cavalry and infantry 
which it was thought were destined to make part 
of the camp at Brussels, are amongst those which 
march towards Holland, and we are assured that 
they will be replaced by others drawa from the in- 
terior, Those which went from Malines and 
Louvain have made forced marches, in order to 
arrive at their destination: they were followed by 
others who marched towards Nimeguen and other 
frontier places of the Ratavian Kepublic. The 
greater part of the English who were at the Hague, 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam, have set out eiiber 
for Hamburgh or Calais, some of them have em- 


barked at Helvoetsluys.—It is said that a lime of 


telegraphs will be formed between Holland and 
Paris, by Brussels; to this is attributed the arrival 
in this city of Cit. Chappe, engincer of the tele- 
graphs. 

Nantes, April 4—We learn by the frigate l"Egpy- 
tienne, which left Port-au-Prince on the 9th of 
Feb. that some Mulattoes, at the head of a num- 
ber Of Blacks, having surprized the quarter of 
l’Ause a-Veau, they burnt several houses, and 
committed many cruelties. Gen. Rochambeau, 
with 18co men arrived from France, and Geo. 
Laplume with 1200 meu marched thither, and dis- 
persed the Blacks with great slaughter. The Mu- 
jattocs were taken. Gen. Rochambeau having 
fixed his head-quarters at Port-au-Prince, has re- 
established tranquillity. 

Rotterdam, .¢prid §.—Common report, if not ac- 
tual circumstances, seems af present to preponde- 
raic on the side of war; preparatory to which, a 
beginning has been made with the marching of 
Ficach woops into this country,two batialions of

Particulars of a Forgery attempted to be practised on the 
Bank of Lisbon. 

The contriver is a Brazilian, Joze Borges ce 
Burros. Having for former mal-practices felt the 
scourge of the Jaw, Borges aimed at the total sub- 
version of all order and subordination. Fortu- 
nately he failed, and then turned his thoughts ta 
forgery, and was detected; but, owing to the 
misjudged precipitation of injudicious imexpe- 
iience, be escaped with the trifling punishment of 
being sent out of the couutry as an alien, Des- 
pising danger, he returned, and renewed his de- 
predations in the association of Sylvestcr Godha, 
a Portuguese; aud John #arrel!, a delegate from 
Manchester, an intimate ally of the traitor Des- 
pard, and whose aame is to be found on the print- 
ed cards as one of Sir F. Burdeti’s commuttee, dur- 
ing the Middlesex Election. Yhe other associate 
was a man named Gillington, who has been an 
United trishmaa, and who turned Kina’s Evi- 
dence. In May last, Gillington, and ove Joha 
Fenncil, were brought from Liverpool, on a charge 
ot forging and circulating soll bank motes;
